The regular September meeting of the 


Macon county board of supervisors met 
in the circuit court room Tuesday after- 
noon, Chairman Smith and all the mem- 
bers present except Supervisor May. 


The report of Steward Ma«oe was read 


and adopted. 


Mr. bert Stewiiri made a proposi- 


tion relative to ascertaining the taxable 
credits and mortgages as shown by the 
county. He offered to furnish a complete 
statement for SiiOO giving name of mort- 
gagor, schedule of all uncancelled, unre- 
leased mortgagee held by resident mort- 
gagees, amount of mortgage, township, 
range, section, and part of section in 
which land is located; also a list of mort- 
gages held by Macoti county men on 
lands in adjoining counties for a period 
of 10 years, where the same is uncan- 
celled. Mr. Stewart suggested such u 
schedule in Mauisoa county had in- 
creased the assessment of that county 
8218,000. He thought such a schedule 
/or Macon county would put $20,000 
more to the school, road and various 
county funds than has been heretofore 
realised. Referred to the finance com- 
mittee.

The finance committee, comprising Su- 


pervisors 
Freeman, Phares, Roberts, 


Montgomery and Machan, presented a

NEW YORK. Sept 11.—Hon. Samuel Bui- 
ivan Cox died at 8:27 p. m. yesterday. 
Urs. Cox, Mrs. Hardenhurgh, sister of 
Hr. Cox, and Mr. N. J. Kearney, a close 
'rieud of the statesman, were present 
when he died. There were also a num- 
ber ot Intimate friends down-stairs wait- 
ing for news from the sick chamber. A 
large number of teUirrama from public 
people among the most prominent In the 
country were received during the even- 
ing. 


His Last Bonn. 


NEW YORK, Sept. ll.-Mr. Cox was 


conscious up to half an hour before his 
death. He then failed to recognize those 
around him. He had not spoken at any 
length since eleven o'clock In the morn- 
Ing when he talked rather incoherently 
about the States and of what he expected 
to do when he re-entered Congress next 
year. He fondly but feebly caressed his 
wife's arm with his band just before los- 
ing consciousness. The oauie of death is 
given as peritonitis. The place of burial 
has not yet been decided upon. 


BIOGRAPHICAL. 


Mr. Cox was born at Zanosville, 0 , Septem- 


ber 30, 18-M. He graduated at Brown rjnlvorsl- 
t; In 1846, and became n 
lawyer and editor in 
Ohio; traveled If Eu- 
rope, and In 1855 was ap- 
pointed Secretary ol Le- 
gation to Peru. In 1850 
he was elected to Con. 
grew from Ohio, and re- 
elect^ In 1858, I860 and 
18C«, thus serving lor 
eight years. During the 
olvtl war" he took a 
prominent part In oppo- 
isltlon to the general 
policy ol the Adminis- 
tration. In 1866 be took

rooms being separated by folding doors 
Harry slept in the south room and his 
mother m the north room. Both retired 
at the usual hour 
At about 12 o'clock 


Harry was aroused by a real or imaginary 
noise and thinking ot burglars he got up 
and secured a 38-cahbre Smith A. Wesson 
revolver, which had been kept in a dress- 
ing case. There wae no one moving 
about in his mother's room at that time. 
Harry returned to his bed and put the re- 
volver under his pillow. He fell asleep 
thinking of and listening for burglars. 
He was asleep when another noise aroused 
him. Looking north through the open 
doors he saw a dark form outlined against 
the window—the moon was shining—and 
instantly he fired the fatal shot, the re- 
sponse to which was one terrible cry from 
his mother, through whose neck the fatal
